Area voters are being called on to 
decide a number of millage propos- 
als from cities, townships, and 
Charlevoix County in the Tuesday, 
Aug. 3, primary election. 

IN BOYNE CITY, voters will cast 
ballots on a proposal to levy a maxi- 
mum of .35 mill in perpetuity, in or- 
der to provide funds to support the 
needs of the Boyne District Library, 
including operating costs, mainte- 
nance and programming. If passed, 
the millage is expected to bring in 
approximately $130,600 when first 
levied in 2004. 

The funds, according to Boyne Dis- 
trict Library director Nannette Miller, 
have become necessary to continue 


library operation in the face of state 
budget cuts and a sluggish economy, 
which, since Sept. 11, 2001, has im- 
pacted the growth of the endowment 
fund set up for the library in 2001. 
The fund was to support future library 
operations following an extensive 
renovation and addition project, un- 
dertaken in 2000 with the support of 
a $2.3 million gift from the Mary K. 
Peabody Foundation.

More charges expected 
against captured fugitive 


More charges are expected against 
Boyne City resident Christopher John 
McKenney, who was apprehended last 
week by authorities at his mother’s 
home in Boyne City. McKenney had 
been missing since May, disappearing 
two days prior to his scheduled sen- 
tencing on charges including child 
pornography and criminal, sexual con- 
duct. 

McKenney was located on Wednes- 
day, July 14, by officers from the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff’s Office, 
the Boyne City Police Department, 
and Michigan State Police at the resi- 
dence of his mother, Susan Florenski, 
in Boyne City. 

According to Charlevoix County 
Sheriff George T. Lasater, the arrest 
was made after a six-hour search of 
the Lake Street residence authorized 
by a search warrant prepared by the 


Charlevoix County Prosecutor’s office 


and authorized by the 90th District 


Court Magistrate. The search was for 


McKenney as well as. for gathering 
evidence of other possible crimes al- 


legedly committed after McKenney’s 
‘disappearance. fe Oi 
Prior to May, McKenney had pled» 


guilty in Charlevoix County Circuit 
court on two counts of child pornog-

raphy, one count of criminal sexual 


conduct second degree, and one count . 


of receiving and concealing. He had 


been arrested and arraigned in Septem-' 


ber of 2003 after a 12-month investi- 
gation, and had been free ona $ 10 000 
bond. 

McKenney was due to be sentenced 


two days after his burnt boat was: lo- 


cated on Lake Charlevoix near Young 
State Park on May 5. At that time, the 


Sheriff's Office conducted an exten- 


sive dive operation for several days 
involving dive teams from sheriff’s of- 
fices in Otsego, Antrim, Emmet and 
Cheboygan counties. 
' The U.S. Coast Guard also con- 
ducted an extensive search and rescue 
operation in and around Lake 
Charlevoix. 

After dive operations turned up 
nothing, Lasater said, an extensive in- 
vestigation followed, with authorities

Broadban 
coming to 
Boyne City 


After a long wait for the technology to make its 
way to Boyne City, broadband Internet will finally 
be available to community members. 

According to Charter Communications represen- 

tative Donna Fike, who made the announcement-at. - 
last week’s regular meeting of the Boyne City City 
Commission, the City and Charter have been in on- 
going negotiations to renew Charter’s franchise 
agreement for the area. City manager Michael Cain 
has been, she said, “very diligent” in making Char- 
ter aware of the need and desire for broadband in 
Boyne City. “It turned out to be a win/win situation,”

Two speed services will be offered, according to 
Charter marketing representative Pat Klein, includ- 
ing a 384 kilobyte service for $29.99 per month (resi- 
dential) or a 3 mg service for $39.99 per month. 

Traditional dial-up Internet service typically runs 
at a speed of about 56 kilobytes, while a Tl connec- 
tion runs about 1.5 mg. 

Charter will offer, Klein added, introductory pric- 
ing in the area and plans to set up a “modem store” 
locally to facilitate customer service. 

According to technical representative Rob Nowak, 
strand mapping was scheduled 'to begin on Monday, 
and is expected to take six weeks to complete, after 
which time the upgrades will begin.

Answers to ‘frequently asked questions’ on the 
Boyne District Library millage proposal 


By NANNETTE MILLER 


Why does the library need more money? 

In 1996 the community voted to make the Boyne City Public Library a District 
Library, and voted .75 in millage to support the library. This spurred many changes 
and improvements that were noticed by a local foundation, The Mary K. Peabody 
Foundation. The Peabody Foundation offered to give Boyne City a completely 
renovated and 3 times larger library building — free.. They spent $2.3 million on 
the renovation and expansion. The Peabody Foundation does not give money to 
libraries for operations, only for building projects. Running a library that is three 
times larger and has air conditioning, 20 computers, an elevator, pleasant seating 
areas, comfortable meeting rooms, and top-notch lighting, has more than doubled 
the costs for operations. While .75 mill was adequate for the old, cramped, out- 
dated building, the current .66 collection amount is not sufficient to sustain the 
new, fully accessible, state of the art library. The library has operated on a deficit 
budget since opening in 2001. 


Why is the current collection amount only .66 mill? 

Since 1994 the “Headlee” rollback has permanently reduced the amount of mill- 
age that can be collected by taxing authorities. The Millage Reduction Factor is 
figured each year using a complicated formula. The end result for the library is a 
reduction in the millage collection amount from .75 voted in 1996 to .6694 in 
2004/2005, which will continue to be reduced every year. 


What is a mill? 

A mill represents $1.00 for every $1,000 of Taxable Value of a property. The 
median value of houses in Charlevoix County is $112,700, which equals a State 
Equalized Value (SEV) of $56,350.00. The Taxable Value will be the same as the 
SEV or less, depending on how long the owner has owned the house. Assuming 
a Taxable Value of $56,350, .75 millage collection for the library would cost the 
homeowner $42.26 per year. A 1 mill tax collection would cost that same home- 
owner $56.35, or $14.09 more per year. 


What happened to the Endowment Fund? 

The Endowment Campaign fell short of its goal due to unforeseen circumstances. 
Then the market downturn after September I1, 2001 caused the market value of 
the fund to drop significantly. It is slowly coming back, but has not reached a 
level to be of any real help to the library at this time. 


What will happen if the millage does not pass? 

The library has already been forced to cut hours open by 14 hours per week. 
Purchasing of materials has been curtailed. Staff has been reduced. The newslet- 
ter, BiblioLink, has been discontinued. If the additional .35 mill does not meet 
voter approval, the library will have to make further cuts in hours and services. 
Additionally, the library may have to start charging for certain services, like inter- 
library loan, use of the meeting rooms, and Internet use. Computers will not be 
able to be replaced as technology changes and old computers wear out, The ma- 
terials budget has already been slashed by 1/3, and further cuts may be necessary, 
eliminating books, magazines, newspapers, books on tape and CD, and videos 
and DVDs from the collection. 


What will happen if the millage does pass? 
The library will restore service hours that have been cut. The materials budget 


will be increased to at least its former level. We will be able to budget for tech- 
nology upgrades and proper maintenance of the library. The library will also be 
in a position to participate in a statewide library project called MelCat. MelCat 
will be an on-line catalog of all library collections in the state. When we partici- 
pate fully you will be able to access this catalog from home, work, or schoo] (or 
the library, of course), see the real-time status of an item you are interested in, 
and even initiate your own interlibrary loan request for the item. You will also be 
able to check your library account to see what you have on loan, if fines are 
owed, place reserves on items, or renew your items all from your computer at 
home, work, or school. It has been a goal of the library Board of Trustees, as 
outlined in the Plan of Service, to upgrade to a circulation system that allows our 
patrons this service. We need to be ina financially stable situation before we can 
commit to this project. 


Why can’t the library be run with volunteers? 

The library staff has undergone extensive training in library and information 
retrieval processes, as well as learning the circulation system, policies, and pro- 
cedures that are in place at our library. It would take a significant time commit- 
ment from a volunteer to be trained as an effective library professional, plus 
enough dedication to commit the necessary hours to working at the library. Vol- 
unteers are welcome to help in other areas, however, such as with programs, 
grounds maintenance, or other ways through the Friends of the Library. 


I don’t use the library so why should I pay for it? 

There are several things that indicate the health and prosperity of a town, one 
of which is its public library. A community that values its library is perceived to 
be a more favorable place to live, which then attracts new businesses and resi- 
dents resulting in more jobs and economic growth. These things benefit every- 
one in the community. And are you aware of all of the services that are available 


"at the library? Consider these points: 


Hardcover book - cost on average: $27; free at the library 
Video or DVD rental: $2-4 each; free at the library 
Paperback book: $7; free at the library 

Internet service: $14-50/month; free at the library 

Book on tape or CD: $30; free at the library 

Magazine subscription: $15; free at the library 
Newspaper subscription: $35-200; free at the library

Dr. David C. Pray 


Dr. David C. Pray was 
born in a small town on a 
river that he would love his 


entire life, where people | 


worked with their hands to 
forge metal, to make a liy- 
ing for their families, The 
town was East Jordan, the 
river was the Jordan, and on 
April 11, 1918, the second 
of three sons, David Carrol 
Pray; was bern to Charles 
H. and Eva B. (Boulard) 
Pray. 

He played and swam and 
camped along that river 
with his brothers and 
friends and learned to fish 
trout and guide flatboats 
down the winding curves 
and currents. He knew the 
river like the back of his 
hand and earned money for 
college as a river guide 
working for Teddy 
Kotowich. He would guide 
people down the river, help 
them catch trout, clean 
them, cook them, and eat 
them on the riverbank “a 
real-life Huckleberry 
Finn.” 

He developed the prin- 
ciples that would guide 
how he lived his life: re- 
sponsibility, integrity, hon- 
esty, dedication, hard work, 
compassion for others, re- 
spect for nature, and a be- 
lief in God, and he followed 
these principals throughout 
his life. 

David lived in East Jor- 
dan his whole life. He 
graduated from East Jordan 
High School, Michigan 
State and the University of 
Michigan where he learned 
to forge metal with his 
hands. And like his father 
before him, became a den-

tist and served the East Jor- 
dan community by caring 
for their teeth. He practiced 
dentistry for 40 years. 

He served in the United 
States Navy during WWII 
and retired after 20 years as 
a United States Naval Re- 
serve Commander. 

He was a civic leader, 
mayor, accurate historian,

member of the First Pres- 
byterian Church. And he 
was a founder of the Jordan 
River Watershed Commis- 
sion. 

In 1972, the Jordan River 
was the first of Michigan’s 
rivers to be designated Wild 
and Scenic under 
Michigan’s Natural Rivers 
Act of 1970. Today, The 
Friends of the Jordan River 
continue the critical work 
of protecting the Jordan 
River Watershed that was 
begun by the visionaries of 
the Jordan River Watershed 
Commission. 

On June 5, 1948 in East 
Jordan, he married Rennie 
Sue Savage and together 
they had three daughters, 
Ellen, Anne, and Jinny. He 
had twin grandsons whom 
he dearly loved and who 
were the joy of his life. He 
shared his wonderful sto- 
ries, sense of humor, and in- 
sttlled his love of nature 
and birds and the river and 
the Earth with his family, 
and he will be deeply 
missed. 

David died at his home 
on July {2 after a long 
struggle with Alzheimer’s,
